BWRR 
wants the land for either of two 
potential routes alongside the 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway. 
‘According to the Special Ap- 
peals Court, BWRR would need 
condemnation approval from the 
Baltimore City Council only if 
it pertained to public roads or 
rights-of-way. The Court of Spe- 
cial Appeals said that BWRR 
got condemnation power when it 
acquired the former Washington, 
Baltimore and Annapolis Electric 
Railroad Co. franchise in 2015. 
The court did not agree with 
another aspect of Ausby’s ruling, 
when she denied condemnation 
power to BWRR because maglev 
is not a train, Even though it 
has wheels that lift like that of a 
plane, maglev is to be considered 
a train. The case returns to the 
Circuit Court which must decide 
whether the statute of limitations 
has expired for BWRR to acquire 
the property through eminent do- 
main, It has been more than four 
years since the Baltimore City 
Council approved the transfer of 
the railroad franchise to BWRR.

ARPA Funds

The City of Greenbelt is ask- 
ing for input on what services the 
$23 million fund, recently allo- 
cated to the city by the American 
Rescue Plan Act (ARPA), should 
be used for. The funds were given 
as a relief initiative in response to 
the Covid-19 public health emer 
gency and its impacts and can 
only be used for certain functions 
within the city. 

Public health expenditures, like 
medical expenses and improv- 
ing behavioral healthcare, can 
be supported with these funds. 
Addressing negative economic 
impacts caused by the pandemic, 
replacing lost public sector rev 
enue, providing premium pay for 
essential workers and offering 
additional support to those who 
have and will continue to bear the 
greatest health risks because of 
their service are possible uses for 
the funds as well. The funds can 
also be invested in water or sewer 
infrastructure and in broadband 


infrastructure, including improv- 
ing access to unserved locations 
within the city. 

As part of a process for 
determining how these funds will 
be divided and invested, the city 
has created a community outreach 
program and engagement effort 
to understand how the pandemic 
has impacted the community 
and to solicit ideas for investing 
the funds. Greenbelters can 
submit suggestions about how 
the funds should be used at 
EngageGreenbelt.org. Stories 
about the impacts Covid-19 has 
had on city residents are also 
welcome.

Greenbelt’s Food Scraps Drop- 
off Program makes it easy and 
accessible for Greenbelt residents 
to compost their food scraps at 
the Residential Recycling Center 
located between Buddy Attick 
Park and the Public Works com- 
plex. 

Food waste constitutes about 
22 percent of discarded solid 
waste in America. That waste 
normally ends up in landfills or 
gets incinerated. Either way, it 
releases methane, a greenhouse 
gas 80 times stronger than carbon 
dioxide. Waste is filling up our 
landfills, another reason to divert 
as much food as possible to a 
better use. 

Composting is an easy, sus- 
tainable alternative with a huge 
value added. Nutrients go back 
into our local food system when

the finished compost becomes an 
enriching, natural fertilizer for 
local farms or gardens, creating 
a truly sustainable food cycle 
system. 

Because this composting is 
done in a large-scale, tempera- 
ture-controlled way, foods and 
other items that normally can’t 
be used for individual garden 
composting are welcome. Even 
meat, fish, poultry, bones, dairy 
and soiled paper will break down 
just fine. Caution: a few things 
are not welcome, such as plastic, 
excrement, bulk fats or wood ash.

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Council Discusses State Bills 
Aimed Toward the Environment

Stewardship of the environ- 
ment was the major topic of 
discussion at the Greenbelt City 
Council meeting on February 28 
Council deliberated on their reac- 
tions to current state legislation 
aimed at reducing greenhouse gas 
emissions, protecting forests and 
environmental accountability. 

Council voted unanimously 
to adopt the “No Mow Month” 
resolution, developed by Bee 
City USA. Set to coincide with 
the carly spring months, the goal 
is to support pollinator-friendly 
habitat through suspending grass 
mowing and spring leaf-litter 
removal. Six city areas are desig- 
nated for no mowing: Buddy At- 
tick dam and cove, Schrom Hills 
Park freeplay, the Firefly Sanctu- 
ary and Boxwood Forest Pre- 
serve. Said Acting City Manager 
Timothy George, all ballfields 
and “areas deemed important to 
public health and safety” will 
continue to be mowed. Residents 
who choose to participate in No 
Mow Month will be spared any 
code enforcement infractions dur- 
ing this period. 

‘A vote of no position (with 
the exception of Councilmember 
Colin Byrd’s vote to approve) 
was made on HB 806, which 
deals with building standards and 
emissions reductions in state and 
local government buildings, state 
operations and eligible projects. 
Resident and Greenbelt Climate 
Action Network (GCAN) Pro- 
gram Coordinator Lore Rosen- 
thal elaborated on what the bill 
entails, stating that it hopes to 
lower emissions in existing gov- 
ernment buildings (to 50 percent 
by 2030 and to zero percent by 
2035) as well as to make any 
new construction all electric. 
GCAN supports the bill, and 
Rosenthal indicated that council 
approved a similar Senate bill 
two weeks ago. 

Councilmember Judith Davis, 
echoing a no-position vote by 
the Maryland Municipal League 
(MML), chose not to support the 
bill due to the high cost involved 
for construction, the potential 
conflict with county zoning and 
the fact that it was a mandate. 
Davis said that while Greenbelt 
may have the funds for such a 
trajectory, other municipalities 
may not. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts noted the inefficiency and 
high level of pollution of fully 
electric buildings at the present 
time, adding that until there is an

infrastructure of only renewable 
energy, such a move would be 
self-defeating. 

HB 876 deals with the es- 
tablishment of a Maryland For- 
estry Education Fund, focused on 
educating and providing resources 
toward the goal of “healthy and 
sustainable forests.” Council voted 
4 to 2 in favor, with Roberts ob- 
jecting on the tree-cutting aspect 
of forestry and Byrd preferring 
to support it only after input 
from the Forest Preserve Advisory 
Board. 

Council was unanimously in 
favor of HB 894, the Transporta~ 
tion Electrification and Modern- 
ization (TEAM) Act, because it 
would enhance the city’s ability, 
through a grant program, to pur- 
chase medium and heavy-duty 
zero emissions vehicles. Roberts 
advised that the concept of zero 
emissions is a misnomer as every 
vehicle requires emissions and re- 
sources in their construction. 

‘A spirited debate was held on 
HB 596/SB 783, which would 
create a state constitutional 
amendment that would ensure ev- 
ery state resident’s “fundamental 
and inalienable right to a healthy 
and sustainable environment.” 
Davis expressed her disapproval, 
on grounds shared by MML and 
its municipal attorneys, that the 
bill has within it the potential for 
an onslaught of litigation based 
on personal grievances. Rosenthal, 
resident and GCAN member Mi- 
chael Hartman, Byrd and Roberts 


felt this was an unlikely scenario, 
with similar long-standing state 
amendments not setting this kind 
of precedent and citing the legal 
system's ability to regulate frivo- 
lous lawsuits. These four stressed 
that the bill would give legal 
recourse to residents to counter 
state projects that are environ- 
mentally destructive. 

If the bill passes by a 3/5 
margin, it would be voted on 
in November by residents as a 
referendum. Council was evenly 
split on this issue, resulting in no 
position being taken, with Davis 
suggesting that individual coun- 
cilmembers are free to send their 
own letters of support. 

SB 273/HB 275 received to- 
tal council support, as it would 
prohibit “using, manufacturing or 
knowingly selling or distributing” 
Class B firefighter foam, rugs and 
carpets and food packaging made 
using PFAS chemicals. These 
chemicals never break down and 
can lead to illness such as cancer. 

Council also wholly endorsed 
HB 150/SB 124, which would 
mainly seek to create a grant 
program to school boards of 
education and public schools to 
develop and implement programs 
for reducing food waste and es- 
tablish composting of pre- and 
post-consumer waste, Rosenthal 
indicated that council support 
would help the bill progress, to 
make sure it doesn’t “languish 
and die” before the end of the 
legislative session,

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Council Discusses Economic 
Development Beyond Covid

On February 23, Greenbelt’s 
Economic Development Coordi- 
nator Charise Liggins unveiled 
to the Greenbelt City Council a 
summary of strategic priorities 
aimed at strengthening, both 
in the short and long term, the 
city’s economy, as Greenbelt 
struggles to move beyond the 
pandemic and into a sustainable 
and thriving financial future. 
‘The summary was a preamble to 
an as-yet-to-be-created strategic 
plan that Liggins stressed would 
be a community initiative bring- 
ing all the city’s departments and 
residents into a shared vision, 
in order, said Liggins, “to build 
back better.” 

The summary laid out a three- 
phase approach. Phase One 
would build and improve upon 
the city’s current efforts such 
as business outreach, organizing 
networking events, providing 
technical assistance, promoting 
local businesses and supporting 
Covid-19 financial recovery, to 
name a few. Phase Two would 
be the strategic plan itself, along 
with marketing initiatives and 
workforce development. Phase 
Three would be the implementa- 
tion and ongoing monitoring of 
economic development strategic 
goals 

Budget funds have been put 
in place for Liggins to hire an 
intern to aid in her efforts, with 
applications having been 
received so far. 

There was discussion on cre- 
ating a new advisory board to 
focus on economic development. 
Acting City Manager Timothy 
George raised the question of to 
whom this board would report, 
whether to council or city staff. 
Yet, it was generally agreed that 
such a group would be of im- 
mense help in this area. 

A Greenbelt Business Alli- 
ance is in the works that would 
potentially unite all the city’s

businesses in a common cause 
of growth and survivability. At 
present, a steering committee of 
around 12 members is working to 
bring the concept to reality. 

Councilmember Ric Gordon 
brought up the crucial need for 
residents to patronize city busi- 
nesses to stimulate growth 

Liggins spoke about the ef- 
ficacy of hiring an economic de- 
velopment consulting firm to aid 
in developing a plan and setting 
effective goals. 

Liggins stressed that specificity 
was a main focus moving for- 
ward, in the areas of workforce 
development, technical assistance, 
business needs and financial aid 
for individual enterprises. She 
spoke about bringing entrepre- 
neurial and workforce training 
and opportunities (such as a job 
fair) to the city, with Council- 




















member Judith Davis suggesting 
contribution from institutions like 
Prince George’s Community Col- 





sity of Mary 

‘A Greenbelt Revolving Loan 
Fund still exists, devoted to 
capital improvements such as 
property acquisition, purchase 
of machinery and equipment 
Staff recommends that the cur- 
rent amount of $140,000 (as of 
Fiscal Year 2022) be increased 
to $750,000 over a three-year 
period. Yet that amount may 
change depending on the activity 
and usage of the funds. 

The summary laid out some 
possible programs in the effort 
to encourage startup businesses, 
including: a Greenbelt Online 
Startup Portal, which would pro- 
vide needed information and 
tools; an entrepreneur boot camp: 
a startup competition; and a start- 
up resource referral, to strengthen 
relationships with local, state, 
federal and nonprofit small busi- 
ness organizations. 

Current office vacancy rates 














have dropped slightly since June 
of 2021, with the current average 
at 12.6 percent, down from 15.1 
percent. 

The issue of installing in- 
dividual utility meters at 
Roosevelt Center buildings owned 
by George Christacos was re 
amined. Tenants now are paying 
fees not based on their specific 
utility usage. While the city was 
supportive of addressing and 
possibly mediating this concern, 
George explained that this is a 
tenant/landlord issue ultimate- 
ly. Council expressed hope that 
Roosevelt Center could receive 
an upgrade in its appearance to 
attract more customer: 

Council was impressed by the 
comprehensive nature of the set 
of priorities, with Mayor Emmett 
Jordan praising it as ambitious. 
Liggins extolled George for his 
assistance, based upon his exper 
tise in economic development 




















Covid Update: Cases Down 
All Indicators Now Improved

Statistical evidence seems to 
show that our local area has seen 
the January tsunami of cases roll 
through and pass. With case rates 
back to those of last summer, be- 
fore Delta and Omicron and after 
many were vaccinated, there’s 
some reason to be hopeful. 

Last summer’s dip in cases 
still left many people vulner- 
able — and when the new and 
more virulent variants arrived, the 
unvaccinated and partially vac- 
cinated were plentiful and easy 
prey for the virus. That wise old 
bird William Shakespeare might 
well have said, “Some are born 
with immunity, some achieve im- 
munity and some have immunity 
thrust upon them.” 

Indicators 

Hospital capacity remains sta- 
ble at just under 50 percent, but 
that’s the normal level rather 
than a level when all but Covid 
and emergency patients are being 
turned away. Knee and hip sur- 
geries and other non-emergency 
procedures have now restart-

Community Medical Center is no 
longer reporting separately to us 
on its Covid caseload. 

Prince George’s County report- 
ing has caught up with the state 
and national statistical content. 
The Prince George's Covid-19 
Dashboard, accessed via a link 
from princegeorgescountymd. 
gov/3603/COVID-19-Case-Data, 
languished between November 
and the end of February but is 
now current and the daily update 
briefing reachable from that page 
(under the Current Status tab) has 
been revamped to provide a more 
comprehensive view of local sta- 
tistics. New infections for the 
county are running at about four 
cases per 100,000 residents per 
day — consistent with our local 
ZIP code rate of about one per 
23,000 residents per day. 

Because the case rate dropped 
so dramatically, indicators that 
take a longer view still have 
average values that seem much 
higher, but these will gradually 
come down to match the shorter- 
term results. 

With such promising recent 
results in hand, this Covid report 
will be discontinued after today, 
only to return (though hopefully 
never) if there is a major 1

Recreation Greg Varda said in the 
announcement. 

Food delivery programming 
for seniors will not be changing 
at this time, according to Thera- 
peutic Recreation Supervisor Re- 
bekah Sutfin. “We will definitely 
bring the Food and Friendship 
program back, but at this time 
we do not have a tentative date,” 
she added. 

On Monday, March 7, the 
mask mandate was lifted for all 
city facilities, including recre- 
ation, one week after the county 
decided to lift its mask require- 
ments.

Enforce Exhaust Code 

Vehicles with modified ex- 
haust systems have become a 
menace on our public roads. 
These vehicles — cars, trucks, 
and motorcycles — are noticeable 
not only for their noise, but also 
for their owners’ speeding, racing 
and erratic driving behavior, lead- 
ing to a sizeable uptick in sound 
pollution, unsafe travel for other 
drivers, accidents and even death, 

Muffler modifications are a 
violation in Maryland (Trans- 
portation Code Ann. § 22-609, 
2020). Shops doing the modifica- 
tions and selling modifying parts 
are in violation of Maryland 
law (Transportation Code Ann. § 





22-610, 2020). These codes are 
being violated around the clock, 
on every roadway in Greenbelt, 
and throughout Prince George’s 
County. 

Only State police have the 
authority to enforce these codes. 
Yet in the almost 10 years that 
I've lived in Maryland, I have 
seen remarkably few state police 
officers. In my view, enforcement 
of the codes is likely not high on 
their list of concerns, especially if 
enforcement results in dangerous 
high-speed chases of violators. 

Instead, 1 suggest the codes be 
enforced by the DMV by adding 
them to their existing bi-annual 
emissions inspection require- 
ments. Simple devices can test 
decibel levels of exhaust systems 
and inspectors can use under- 
carriage mirrors to determine if 
exhaust systems are those of, or 
modeled on, the original equip- 
ment manufacturer. Owners in 
violation would need to return 
systems to their original specs 
to pass inspection and keep their 
registration to operate those ve- 
hicles in good standing.

Court Rules County Must Use 
Least Changed District Map

The Prince George’s County 
Council will use the redistricting 
map drawn by the Redistricting 
Commission and not the map re- 
drawn by the county council and 
passed by resolution in November 
2021, according to the Maryland 
Court of Appeals. 

On March 7, Joseph Getty, 
the chief judge of the Maryland 
Court of Appeals, affirming the 
decision of the Circuit Court on 
January 31, 2022, ordered that 
the “redistricting plan prepared 
by the Commission and submit- 
ted on September 1, 2021, 
shall be used for all purposes in 
acting upon or implementing the 
county’s redistricting plan.” The 
Redistricting Commission’s map 
was a least-change map and will 
have very little effect on Green- 
belt, which is part of District 4. 

County Councilmember Todd 
Turner, who represents Green- 
belt in District 4, voted for the 
redrawn map in November 2021. 
He commented, “The council will 
comply with the court’s order.” 

The map passed by the county 
council on November 20, 2 
had many changes to other parts 
of the county. Proponents of that 
map say it would have made 
District 2 a majority Latino area. 
Opponents of the plan said it was 
a blatant attempt at gerrymander- 
ing, moving lines so that some 
councilmembers were outside of 
the district they once represented. 

The map was successfully 
challenged not because of the 
accusation of gerrymandering 
but because plaintiffs said, and 
the court agreed, that the map 
had been incorrectly passed by 
the council through a resolution 
rather than a bill. 

Said Turner, “The county 
council and I accept the Court 
of Appeals order on the council’s 
redistricting plan on the narrow 
grounds of whether it needed to 
be approved by a bill or resolu- 
tion.” Explaining the use of the 
resolution, he said, “The council 
sought to defend county residents’ 
voter-approved 2012 referendum 
that authorized the use of a reso-

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OGT Opens Second Screen 
Has Soft Opening This Week

The long-awaited second 
screen opens this week at the Old 
Greenbelt Theatre (OGT), with 
a program of Oscar-nominated 
short films. “The soft opening 
gives us a chance to practice our 
protocols and let people see the 
space,” OGT Executive Director 
Dr. Caitlin McGrath stated. The 
40-seat space will open at half 
capacity, so patrons are strongly 
encouraged to pre-purchase tick- 
ets at greenbelttheatre.org. Two 
new air filtration systems are in 
place in the new space, and mask 
wearing is strongly encouraged. 
The viewing room features 
state-of-the-art projection and 
Dolby 7.1 surround sound, and 
the comfortable green velvet 
seats have an extra inch of pad- 
ding. The new space is bright and 
open, with restored terrazzo floors 
and features a flowing curved 
wall paneled with vertical hard- 
wood boards, designed by archi- 
tect Harry Ross of FieldCraft Stu- 
dios and built by contractor Boaz 
Yavnai of BY Design. A display 
wall will feature time capsules of 
20th century film ephemera, as 
well as display panels inspired by 
the Greenbelt Museum in 2012. 
While the new space will give 
OGT an additional screen for 
showing movies, allowing the 
theater to take risks on smaller 
films that might not draw suffi- 
cient audience for the main audi- 
torium, McGrath is most looking 
forward to the space’s function as 
a learning center and media lab. 
OGT has a “mission of provid- 
ing film education in the region, 
including classes, workshops, 
school field trips and hands-on 


learning with film,” McGrath 
stated. “The goal of all the educa- 
tional content for grades K-12 is 
to tum kids from passive consum- 
ers to active creators with media. 
We will be looking for ways to 
get kids engaged with an under- 
standing of how media works.” 
OGT is exploring partnerships 
with Greenbelt Access Television 
(GATe), University of Maryland 
and MARMIA, the Mid-Atlantic 
Regional Moving Image Archive 

McGrath expressed gratitude 
for the strong support OGT re- 
ceived during the pandemic: “We 
thank everyone who has sup- 
ported the fundraising for this 
new space, and who, during the 
pandemic, believed in OGT and 
showed their support through 
popcorn pickups, coming to out- 
door movies, making donatio 
and renewing their members 
Outdoor movies were a well- 
attended joint venture with Green- 
belt Recreation in the summers of 
2020 and 2021. 

OGT has operated as a com- 
munity-based nonprofit since the 
spring of 2015. The new space 
became a Pop-Up when the city 
closed down the main auditorium 
for renovations in 2019. Because 
of the pandemic, the theater went 
dark on March 13, 2020, and was 
closed for over a year, reopening 
for private screenings in June 
2021, and open in August at 25 
percent capacity. 

The main auditorium will soon 
increase capacity to 100 people, 
removing the coded dots on seats 
so people can more freely choose 
where to sit. A grand reopening is 
planned for May 14.

NASA-owned Forest Wins 
New Reprieve from Board

The mostly forested NASA 
property in the headwaters of the 
Anacostia River that conserva- 
tionists feared could be bulldozed 
has won yet another reprieve. The 
federal Public Buildings Reform 
Board, which late last year called 
for the sale of the 105-acre site 
owned by Goddard Space Flight 





any government properties 
least three years, 

It is the second reprieve for 
the tract, which NASA calls Area 
400. The space agency had de- 
clared the land, once used to 
test rocket fuels, to be “under 
utilized” and proposed that it be 
fast-tracked for sale. The public 
buildings board, which Congress 
tasked with identifying federal 
property to be sold off, then in- 
cluded the site on a list of federal 
properties it was recommending 
for sale. 

That spurred protests from 
conservationists, who argued that 
the federal government should be 
preserving rather than selling the 
forested land, both to help protect 
the Anacostia and fight climate 
change. Wooded land soaks up 
rainfall that can carry pollutants 
into streams, and trees absorb 
climate-warming carbon dioxide. 

The U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service has expressed interest 
in adding the land to its adjoin- 
ing Patuxent Research Refuge, 

12,800-acre expanse of forest, 
meadow and woodlands where 
federal scientists conduct wildlife 
research. The public buildings 
board endorsed such a transfer 
but stipulated that either the ser 
vice must pay “market value” for 
the land or it would be sold on 
the open market. Fish and Wild- 
life officials and conservation- 
ists objected to those terms, and 
advocates enlisted support from 
Congress and others to press for 
a no-cost transfer. 

Area 400 

Area 400 is almost totally 
wooded, with a cluster of build- 
ings and sheds in its interior. 

(On January 27, Area 400 won 
its first reprieve when the White 
House Office of Management and 
Budget rejected the list of proper- 
ties to be sold, saying the board 
had not sufficiently documented 
the costs associated with selling 
them or the efforts made to so- 
licit feedback on their disposal 
The OMB directed the board to 
resubmit its recommendations by 
February 27 

‘A few days before that dead- 
line, the board wrote to OMB, 
saying that it couldn’t proceed 
because it no longer has a quo- 
rum of members needed to make 
decisions. In its February 24 
letter, the board said it would 
incorporate the feedback it had 
received on its initial recom- 
mendations and “carry forward” 
those properties for inclusion in 
a second round of proposed sales. 
By law, that second round cannot 
occur until at least three years 
after the initial recommendations, 
which were submitted December 
27, 2021. 

Jennifer Greiner, manager of 
the Patuxent Research Refuge, 
said the deferral “buys a signifi- 
cant window of time for USFWS. 
to continue to work with NASA.”

Staff from the two agencies met 
in mid-February to discuss and 
tour the property. 

In an email, Greiner reiterated 
an earlier statement that “we have 
been and will continue to consult 
with them on the viability and 
potential for this parcel — includ 
ing condition of the property 
and infrastructure, existence and 
cleanup of any contaminants, and 
specific terms of transfer.” 

NASA could still seek to dis- 
pose of the property through a 
different legal process, which 
might also involve an interagency 
transfer. 

“Our next steps, regardless 
of the method of disposition, 
remain the same: environmental 
assessments of the property and 
relocation or deconstruction of 
the NASA assets and infrastruc 
ture on the site,” said Goddard 





spokesman Rob Garner. “We in- 
tend to continue discussions with 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
colleagues on the topic of Area 


Garner had said earlier that 
being paid for the site would help 
cover NASA's relocation costs, 
including the demolition of a 
cluster of buildings and sheds on 
the site and sampling the soil and 
groundwater for any previously 
undiscovered contamination, Hav- 
ing such costs covered would 
enable Goddard to vacate the 
property more quickly, he said.
